Camellia sasanqua—These hardy camellias are 
easier to grow than Camellia japonicas. They 
are fast growing, bloom in fall, and can stand 
full sunlight. The blossoms are smaller than 
Camellia japonica, but make excellent orna- 
mental plantings and screens. 
Double White (Mine-No-Yuki) (Snow on the 
Mountain)—This is our favorite of the sasan- 
quas. Double white like a carnation. 
Rosea—Deep rose pink like a cherokee rose 
Cleopatra—Deep cherry red—similar to 
Rosea, but smaller leaves.

AZALEA AND CAMELLIA CULTURE 
Azaleas and Camellias are not hard to grow 
if a few simple rules are followed: 
1. They do best in an acid soil, with lots of 
organic matter such as leaf mould, woods 
soil, and peat moss. 


¢ 
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2. The organic matter (but no manure) should 
be worked into the soil in a large hole 
betore planting. 

3. They should not be planted deeper than 
they grew in Nursery. 

4, They should not be worked, but should be 
kept covered with 2 to 4 inches of mulch of 
pine straw, shavings or partly decayed 
leaves. 

5. They should be fertilized with special azalea 
camellia fertilizer in April, June, and No- 
vember,

6. They should be watered often throughout 
the summer. 

7, They should be sprayed with Volck or simi- 
lar oil emulsion spray in April and Sep- 
tember. 

8. If leaves become pale or yellow, spray 
with iron sulphate. (One to two teaspoons 
to one gal. of water.)
